If embers of the Virginia BeacD 
Town Council suod tlie Princess 
Anm County Board of Super- 
visors, wbo argued for more than 
tpo liours on Monday night on 
tte^niestlrai of fire protection for 
the area lying north of Virginia^ 
Beach, without reaching any de- 
'tislon will meet again early next 
ireA in another attempt to settle 
the matter. 

The date, time and place of the 
meeting has not yet been settled. 

A committee CMniwsed of Paul 
W. Ackiss, commonwealth's at- 
t<»ney; Milton W. James, chair- 
man of the Board of Supervisors; 
W. R. Payne and Oeorge Dawley 
attended the coimcil meeting 
Monday to attempt to reach some 
agreement with the Town in re- 
gards to fire md police protection 
for that area, whidi had been the 
subject (A an annexation fight a 
**m- _|ihnrt time ago. 

The Town after s<»ne consulta- 
tHm and deliberation, finally 
made a propositicm, which the 
Boanl cimmiittce refused to con- 
sider. A general discussion fol- 
lowed, in which councilmen, 
members of the Board; members 
of a committee representing the 
area and spe^btators all loA. part. 

The proposition as made by the 
town! f<rilows: The county was to 
pay 426 a year for each fire plug 
hi the territory (there are now ten 
of these); the county was to fur- 
aish one full time man, and the 
county was to have their choice 
of purdiasing for $3000 the fire 
e(;^uipment, now being used by the 
town or for $9000 a new piece of 
fire apparatus. If they chose the 
former, the Town was to apply the 
$3000 on the purchase of a new 
piece of fire apparatus. 

In return the town was to fur- 
nish full time fire and emeivency 
police protection, and to house 
and maintain the equipment pur- 
^^^a«ed by the county. 
)^f* "nie committer from the Board 
^ stated that this proposition could 
not be ecmsidered by the county. 

In the discussioii that followed, 
cmmcilmen explained that they 
did not believe it fair to citizens, 
of the To^ to contract to let 
their only fire engine to be used in 
that distant territory, while the 
county representatives explained 
that they ^ould not supply such 
a huge sum of money at once. 

Toy Savage, O. M. Thornton 
and J. Rives Worsham, members 
of a committee representing the 
resi<tents of area joined in the dis- 
cussion, as did C. A. Mowry. a 
resident of the area, who was pre- 
sent only as a spectator. 



Two of Princess Anne County's

pleased their support to the cause 
unanimously. 

Ilie Red Cross chatter, also ex- 
pressed delight at the campaign, 
and pledged its support. It ad. 
^d a proviso hopevn', that the 
King's daugbten clinic be includ^- 
ed in wtatever aiq;>ropriation is 
made. This organizatiim, they 
stated, for -a small annual appro- 
priation of $150 has been taking 
care of the majmlty of sick, in- 
digent children in the coimty. 

The Red Cross also stated that 
the hoQiitalization appropriation 
would relieve the chapter of a fin- 
ancial^iNirden whidi had been 
foisted upon them, and would al- 
low them to carry out their own 
work properly. 

They pointed out that in the 
past year, the Red jCross had paid 
for 9 hoeDitalisatlmi cases, and 
that the NerfoUc-Princess Anne 
Medical unit had, in addition, ar- 
ranged for the transportation of 
seven patients to Richmond, so 
that they might receive free care 
there.

There aie two sides to every 
question. No situation to prove 
fills statement is any better than 
tlie question of police and fire 
Iffotection for that area lying just 
north of the town of Virginia 
^mcb. 

In 1927, when houses began to 
^xrtaig up in that vicinity, fire 
protectl<Hi became a problem. 
Stres broke out, as they do in all 
•DCh areas, and there was no 
means of fire protection. 

In this crisis, the Town of Vir- 
ginia Beach came to the rescue by 
allowing its apparatus to go into 
that vicinity to extinguish fires. 

Several years later, the Town, 
•cnt a committee to appear before 
the Board of Supervisors to ask 
for remuneration for these fires 
that had been extinguished in the 
i«8t. and for those that might be 
extinguished in the future. 

The Board refused this request. 

The writer was not in the coun- 
ty at the time, does not know the 
facts of the case, and therefore 
cannot comment on this decision. 

In the latter part of 1934. with 
fhlB northern territory growing all 
the time^ the Town of Virginia 
Beach, at the request of several 
zesidents of that area, decided to 
•tart annexation proceedings so 
that the entire territory might be 
IMurt of the town of Virginia 
Beach. 

Other residtots of that area. 
urged the county to fight to keep 
tbtm, and as a result a statutory 
«ourt of three judges, afer listen- 
ing to three days of evidence, de- 
cided to let the territory remain 
in Princess Anne county. But the 
court also cetisured the Board for 
not giving more improvements to 
tltf area. 

Shortly thereafter, therefore, a 
committee representing the lesid- 
tiots of the area, appeared before 
Ithe Board and made several small 
tequests for improvements. They 
mmted mosquito protection and 
Hie board granted it to them. 
They wanted garbage collection, 
and the board arranged for this. 

And then, ciu-iously enough, 
they asked for p(^ice and fire pro- 
tection. 

We say, curiously enough, be- 
cause we remember at the Rn- 
nexation hearing, several "ol the . 
testdentfi of that area who op- 
posed annexation took the stand 
to say that they had no need for 
police protecticm, and that they 
^did not want to be bothered with 
policemen. They just wanted to 
be like Greta Oarbo and be left 
•hme. And, at iMst one of them 
added— they didn't need fire pre 
tectton. If their house b'omed 
down, their insurance would take 
care of it.

on a new engine and would pay 
the remaining $6000 itself.' 

In return for these payments, 
the TOwn would agree to furnish 
fire protection and emergency 
police protection to that area, and 
to house and mitintain the fire 
equipment purchased by the 
county. 

The committee from the Board 
thought the proposition out- 
rageous and refused it. 

Those are the facts of the case, 
stated in chronological order as 
we see them. Now let us look at 
the situation frbm both sides. 

First, the Town — 

For seven years, the Town has 
been fumishtog fire protection to 
that area without being compen- 
sated. A request for such com- 
pensation had already beeh re. 
fused. An attempt to annex the 
territory and jnake it a, pairt of 
the town, had been fought bitter- 
ly, and defeated. Residents of the 
;area. who had opposed annexation 
had expressed themselves as hav- 
ing no desire to have fire and 
police protection. 

Item two: the town has but one 
engine and seven men (counting 
the police force) with which to 
fight fires within its own bound- 
aries. This engine is now^O^warr 
old, but is still efficient. Should 
this engine be called to the far 
end of the northern area to fight 
a blaze, the entire town of Vir- 
ginia Bach which has been pay- 
ing for this fure protection would 
be left unprotected. The mere 
chance that such an occasion 
might arise would cause the fire 
insurance companies to increase 
the rates of Virginia Beach resid- 
ents. The Council, therefore be- 
lieves, that as much as it might 
like to give this fire protection 
service, it cannot, in fairness to its 
own citizens, give such service 
without additional equipment. 

Item, three: All of the fire plugs 
and water mains in the area were 
installed at the expense of the 
town and have been maintained 
at the town's expense ever since. 
It feels that it should be recom- 
pensed at least for the mainten- 
ance of them in the future. 

And, the county's side: 

For years, the town has been 
furnishing this service without 
any charge. In seven years, there 
have been but 43 calls, none very 
disastrous, and th^re is no, likeh- 
hood that there will be more in 
the next seven years. 

The county has no use for any 
firefighting equipment, and has 
no desire to purchase any. It is 
willing, however, to pay a fair rate 
for each call answered by the Vir- 
ginia Beach Fire Department in 
that northern area. 

County figures show that only 
$2500 is removed annually by 
taxes from residents of the arfea 
'this Statement is made despite 
the fact that both county and 
town attorneys in the annexation 
hearing represented the area as 
producing thousands of dollars in 
taxes — a sum in fact, which coim- 
ty attorneys, said they could not 
afford to give up.) With only 
$2500 to spend, and with the 
amounts that have already been 
spent on that area, the county 
feels that it could not afford to 
spend the vast amount the town 
ha£ asked. 

And there the matter stands. 
Both sides very probably have 
other reasons for their decisions 
At any rate, they pl«j»sto get to- 
gether again shortly m another 
attempt to come to 4pme agree- 
ment. 

MeanwhDe. residents of that 
disputed area, wonder what would 
happen if fire was to break out, 
or if burglars were to break in. 

And the News wonders also.

CODE VIOLATIONS 



There are some things that even 
an editor can't understand. And. 
that of course, is incmnprehen- 
sible, since editors are supposed to 
know all about everything. 

But there is one thing particul- 
arly that htis really got us puzzl- 
ed, Several weeks ago, the Town 
of Virginia Beach annotmced a 
change in its administrative 
policies. Robert H. Baillio had 
been appointed to fill the newly 
created office of Town Supervisor. 

The Virginia Beach NeWs is not 
on the inside in^-cegards to Town 
politics. It does not know the rea- 
son for the creation of this new 
office, but it firmly believes in its 
town rulers, and it sat back con- 
fidently waiting for startling re- 
sults. 

In the few weeks that hsve 
passed, the News has observed 
several slight changes, but it has 
.noticed also one thing that ,has 
puzzled it considerably. 

At almost every meeting now. 
some citizen of the town rises to 
ask. why work on some project 
on his property has been stopped 
by the town supervisor. 

The councilmen look inquiring- 
ly at Mr. Baillio, and he rises to 
point out that the project is a 
violation of the Town code. 

"But," says the citizen, queul- 
ously. "Mine is just like my neigh- 
bors. He does it, why can't I? 
I need it iii my business." 

And the councilmen, thinking 
of the business he might lose by 
their interference, or of the num- 
bers of similar buildings in the 
town, shake their head wisely, and 
decree — 

"We'll make an exception in 
this case." 

Now, there is what we can't un- 
derstand. 

If the town supervisor has been 
appointed to enforce the code, 
why are his actions overruled at 
each Council meeting? If the code 
is wrong, why is it not changed? 

The mere fact that others have 
violated the code in the past does 
not make a violation today cor- 
rect. 

One of two things must be done. 
The code must be changed, or it 
must be enforced, to such an ex- 
tent that all present violators 
should be forced to reconstruct 
their buildings to comply with the 
code. If this cannot be done, 
then at least, all future buildings 
should be made to do so. 

And that is how we feel, and 
shall continue to feel, imtil we 
personally shall seek an exception 
to the code.

To siv that it is another 
oi the Jalna novels is to admit 
that it is good, for thne is n<^ a 
ftter coOeetion oi self -wilted, and 
tat the mo^ part likeaMe eccen- 
trics betiirem end-covers than 
tliose to be found in Mazo de la 
Roche's flve-bo<* "saga" of the 
Whlteoaks family. The present 
volume^ strangply enouj^, is first 
in time setting, antedatlng^ by 
some years the setting of "Jalna", 
the bodE which first got the series 
off to a good start by winning an 
Atlantic Prize. As in the other 
volumes, incidents take the place 
of {dot, but they are interesting 
enough: a wedding complicated by 
the bridegroom's brat appearing 
on the doorstep in a basket: a 
family split over an' unwelcome 
guest; love affairs, "and what- 
have-you. 

James Boyd's "R(^ River" is a 
splendid attempt. The narrative, 
from the 'BO'S to the 'Ws. is held 
together by the figure of Clara 
Raaid. a lovely woman whose hus- 
band's early tragedy gave her the 
understanding to cope with the 
War-bom tragedy of her nephew. 
The bode falls dotm in having to 
fumi^ a physical motive, com- 
prehensible to Clara, for her hus- 
band's suicide; his real tragedy 
was of a ^ritual sort which no 
woman could grasp. On the other 
hand, without Clara's under- 
standing, the story could not have 
gone on. There are great, u n- 
digested ideas in this book; there 
is power, at times lost in wordi- 
ness. -So. it misses being great, 
but liecomes the most interesting 
failure of the year. 

Storm Jameson writes "Love in 
Wnter," a novel of post-War Eng- 
lish life. As the title would in- 
dicate, it is also a story of pale 
love. In middle age. Miss Jame- 
son's characters (there are far too 
many of them) are baffled peo- 
ple; the lovers are almost as de- 
pressing. The question arises as 
to whether the heroine wouldn't 
have been as well off without the 
hero, and. in spite of its good 
points, viiether Miss Jameson 
wouldn't have been as well off for 
not having written the book.

Lamb con^ on Van market in 
largest quantities in wring and 
fall, but a good supply is available 
the year round. Cuts from the 
leg. loin aad ribs are most popu- 
lar, but wttb proper cooking 
savory and less expensive dishes 
can be made from the shoulder, 
breast, flank, and neck. 

It is <K^(Hii]r to buy a leg or a 
s^HWkta^'jItF iMIib fee roasting al- 
ttiOttgh H) m*y lumisb more meat 
than is needed for one meal or 
even for two. Roast Iamb is one 
of the best meats for slicing cold, 
and every leftover can be utilized 
In a splcjr carry or In any one of 
a dozen other appetizing hot 
dishes. Bones and trimmings re- 
moved before cooking make ex- 
cellent soups and JeHies. . 

The fell is the thin papery outer 
covering oh the lamb carcass. 
Though reciipes frequently advise 
that it be removed before cook- 
ing, it Is now believed that flavor 
is not affected by the fell. Leg of 
lamb keeps it& shape better if 
cooked with the fell, but shoulder, 
saddle, and chops are improved 
by its {emoval. Unless a roast 
from which the fell has been re 
moved is rubbed well with flour, 
It -will require longer to cook than 
a piece with the fell undisturbed. 

The flavor of lamb combines 
especially well with certain re- 
lishes and vegetables such as; 
Mint sauce. Mint jelly, curwnt 
Jelly, Guava Jelly, spiced conserves 
and pickles, horseradish sauce; 
peas, onions, spinach, string 
beans, asparagus, turnips, cauli- 
flower. Green salads witti tart 
and flavorful dressings also add 
color and zest to lamb menus. 
Roast Leg of Lamb 

Select a leg of lamb weighing 
from 4 to 5 lbs, preferably cut so 
as to include some of the loin. 
Wipe the meat with a damp cloth, 
sprinkle with salt and pepper, and 
rub with flour. Lay the roast, 
skin tide down and cut /leih tide

up, on a rack in an open pan 
without water. If tbe fat covering 
is very thin, lay several strips <rf 
bacon on top.

Sroiled Lamb. ClMfs 

Whether single or double, from 
loin, ribs, or shoulder, have chops 
cut In uniform, thickness and the 
fen remioved. Double Xotsx chiqis 
may be boned, rolled, and wrap- 
ped In sliced bacon. Rib chops 
are of ten "Frenched" by trim- 
ming the rib ends bare. A lFT& mb 
chops are best broiled either by 
direct heat or in a heavy uncover, 
ed skillet. To broil by direct heat, 
lay ch(w on a cold greased rack 
and place under an electric heat- 
ing unit. Turn the chops occas- 
ionally, but^^ do not prick the 
brown crust. Double chops (I'/a 
to 2 inches thick) require 25 to 
30 minutes. Single loin chops 
(% to 1 inch) 10 to 15 minutes. 
Roast Staffed Sluniider of Lanb 

Select a shoulder of lamb weigh- 
ing from 3 to 4 lbs. Have the 
butcher remove all the bones and 
the fell. Save the bones for mak- 
ing soup. A lamb shoulder may 
be stuffed and either left flat or 
rolled. The flat shoulder Is easier 
to sew up than the nriled. and the 
pocket holds twice as much stuff- 
ing. 

Wipe the meat with a damp 
doth. Sprinkle the inside o^ the 
pocket with salt and pepper, pile 
the hot stuffing in lightly, and 
sew the edges together. Aub salt, 
pepper and flour oyer the out side. 
Mace the roast on a rick in an 
open pan without water. Sear for 
30 minutes In oven 450 degrees F. 
reduce temperature to 300 degrees

N^erttieless a great principle was 
maintained and a stroke for peace 
was accomplished when, after un- 
usual pressure from Great Brit- 
ain Mill Itance, Signor Mussolini 
oAisented to live up to, the terms 
of the arbitration treaty between 
Italy Ethiopia, and further agreed 
jto ban extended time limit, a 
League survey and the appoint- 
ment of a fifth arbitrator if, by 
July 25, the four first appointed 
are deadlocked. 

As conceived by Woodrow Wil- 
son, the League of Nations' most 
valuable contribution to world 
peace were the discussion and de- 
lay to which signatory powers 
pledged themselves before a resort 
to war. When that discussion, as 
In this instance, is fortified by the 
process of arbitration . in con- 
formity with a treaty pledging 
two nations to solve their problem 
in this way instead of by force of 
arms, the office and influence of 
the League are great. "Iliey Just- 
ify its existence, make it indis- 
pensable in a nervous world and 
repel the criticisms and sneers of 
its enemies and the advocates of 
insular or warlike policy.

The temperate but devastating 
criticism of the economic assump- 
tions underlying the ^ew deal to 
which the United States Senate 
has just been treated by Millard 
Ev Tydings. its senior member 
from Maryland, reflects the dom- 
inant tradition of the Democratic 
party m that State.

is a great hue and cry from var- 
ious quatters. 

.Senator Borah, ■w'hose ercen- 
tricities are such as almost to de- 
prive him of any claim to serious 
consideration, delivered a dema- 
gogic attack over the radio, in 
which he declared with consider- 
able irrelevance that "the political 
philosophy ■ of General Johnson. 
Donald R. Richberg and. Dr. Tug- 
well may supplant the political 
philosophy of General Wa,shing- 
;cn. Madison and Jefferson." 

The plain interence here, of 
course, is that Johnson. Richoerg 
and Ttigwell are the most em.inent 
advocates of a constitutional 
amendment increasing the Presid- 
ent's power over interstate com- 
merce, and also that Washington, 
JIacJrson and Jefferson would 
strongly oppose such an amend- 
ment. Neither inference is valid. 
There are many distinguished 
Americansi President Roosevelt 
among them, who are convinted 
that an interstate commerce 
cla^e_draf ted in 1789. ■when there 
were no automobiles, railways. 
telephones. telegrAphs. airplanes, 
or radios, is bound to be inade-. 
quat# in 1935. And when Borah 
plies thafWashlngton. Madison 
and Jefferson would insist upon 
the retention of that clause under 
modem conditions, he is crediting 
the founding fathers with senti- 
ments which they might not in- 
dorse, if they were alive. His 
viewpoint is of a piece of his con- 
stant diatribes against "entangl- 
ing alliance" because the fathers 
of the Republic, who lived in an 
era when Washington was as re- 
mote from Richmond as New York 
is from London today, warned 
against such alliances. The truth 
IS that neither Borah nor anybody 
else knows what the attitude of 
those great .men toward current 
public questions would be, if they 
were here to express themselves. 
* Then there is that great pontj- 
ficator, Frank Kent, who spews 
venom at Mr. Roosevelt and his 
administration daily in his syn- 
dicated newspaper column. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Kent, who fur- 
nishes one of the most conspic- 
uoiis examples on record of biased 
and prejudiced political comment, 
whose facts are frequently wrong 
and whose attitude is usually so, 
Mr Roosevelt was unable "to con- 
real his bitterness" In his remarks 
concerning the NRA decision. In- 
deed, the F»resident's analysis of 
the decision "reeked with rancor" 
and "was "an amazing perform- 
ance." 

Aside from the fact that Kents 
own outpourings "reek with ran- 
cor" day in and day out, there is 
the opmion of much more reliable 
observers that Mr, Roosevelt dis- 
cussed the NRA decision on the 
occasion in question with notable 
detachment. Arthur Krccx wrote 
in the New York Times, for ex- 
ample, that "the tone Of the Presi- 
dent's comment to his 'Newspaper 
auditor.? was courteous and ser- 
ious. ' He saw nothing to crit/cize 
in Mr. Roosevelt's attitude, and 
neither did many other lead:ng 
corJ-espcndents. 

Mr Krock's calm and unassail- 
able statement that "the President 
IS acting in the American tradi- 
tion when he heads a direct move- 
ment for legal chance" is to be 
compared with the wild tirades is- 
suing from the Borahs, the Ker,ts 
and the other members of the 
battalion of il^ath who are de- 
termined to discredit the .Admin- 
istration, and who behave as if 
the Presidents proposal of a con- 
stitutional amendment was some- 
thing tmprecedented. They seem 
totally obvious of the fact that 
the Constitution has been amend- 
ed 21 tim.es already to meet 
chang4;g procedure for the future 
Mr. Roosevelt is simply acting 
pursuant t« the Supreme Court's

There has always been consic- 
drable discussion in Princess Anne 
Mnmty in regards to the efficiency 
«f the present county government. 

Hiere Is one factton that be- 
lieves a change would be for the 
Iwtter. There is another faction 
Vblch believes the present system 
ftl satisfactory. At present 
tbe latter faction seems 
4o be in power, for there has been 
SO real criticism of the present 
«oiinty government for some time. 

Princess Anne county, it seem* 
liowever, is more fortunate than 
«ther counties, , where there have 
Iwen real fights for changes in the 
'governmental methods. Our larger 
eoiUeague. the Norfolk LedgeiT 
Dispatch commented on this and 
dither county government matters 
tb a recent editorial. 

The News reprints this editorial 
IHthout comment. It follows: 



Warning to the Counties 

County officials in Virginip. 
have been warned frequently in 
lAte years that governmental ma- 
dtalnery in many countfes we* 
diMolete and was inefficient and 
Inordinately costly in operation 
A new warning to this effect wa^ 
Hiven to the county supervisiors 
iMin the eastern half of Virginia 
In thaeir Richmond meeting. They 
♦mre advised that the state is 
iwpldly extending its control over 
y^ir functions and that local 
ielf -government is threatened to 
this extent. 

Many Virginia counties ha\'e 
•vailed themselves of legislation 
•ttacted In recent years which 
Hves county authorities wide lati- 
tude In bringing their govern - 
mental machinery up to date. 
Other counties have continued 
their antiquated processes. When 
ll» state toolc over the county 
ttNUls and placed them in the 
lilghway system, one of the large 
Atnctions that county officials 
llitherto had performed was elim- 
iilAted. The state in recent years 
lUM increased substantially jts 
wntributlons to the support of 
oounty schools and consequently 
llM Incwased its control over the 
M^iool operation. Increasing state 
Itfd to counties naturally has In- 
*PBawd state supervision over 
«ounty gvoernment functions. 

There remains however, a gtest 
#e«l that welfare of their people 
iiovide government are properly 
liiptlpper to render the service tJ- 
fttehtly and cheaply. Several 
MunUes which have made sub- 
Jtial reforms in their govern- 
its have shown, m the past 
|MU^ tolerations, large gains tr. 
•Olciency of service. Others 
Vhlch have not taken advantage 
4|ff the ptoortunity for bringing 
tteir gby|rnment machinery up 
i» date. haW had less cncourag- 
MB experiences. Over these hangs 
^ ttir«it of even claser slate 
Mpervision than is now extended 
IB ttMin. 
1*ere is less reaton to believe 
eventuaUy the counties will 
masolidated Into a number of 
Wider state supervisior. 
Vbatt is to believe that the 
^_ win continue to increase its

It appears fnat conscientious con- 
viction impels a large majority cf 
Democrats in Congress to .loyal 
support of the President. Not all 
of us see through the same glasses 
aiid we mjust give both of these 
groups of Congressmen credit fo^ 
sincerity. 

Whether a. Congressman xe^ 

fleets the wishes of the majority 
of his constituents can be deter- 
mined only if their wishes are 
known, and their wishes can "oe 
made definitely knou-n only 
through party conventions. Even 
then there mJght be a question a.s 
to whether the convictions were 
truly representative or were con- 
trolled by a few party leaders. 
B-at the political parties should 
hold conventions and write plat- 
forms upon which party candidate 
for Senator and Representative 
in Congress shall stand. If the 
platform is not acceptable to an 
aspirant he may either forego his 
aspiration or oecome an indepen- 
dent candidate on his ov.-n plat- 
formi. If elected as an independ- 
ent he would be fully armed 
against criticism from members

Some of the sponsors, and ad-

are sorely in need of. The truth 
of the matter is that the track. 
if allowed to be erected and oper- 
ated, will bring to Virginia Beach 

1 class of cheap, tin-horn gam- 
blers, who would not care to know 
or be itSlrested in stopping at tiie 
gaol hoteb and cottages on the 
witef front. 

Another feature or argument 
presented in behalf of tiie track, 
is ttiat many guests have to 'oe 
amused or want amusement of 
thus type or else they will not 
linger at the Beach. If there are not 
now sufficient gambling houses, 
dance halls, night clubs, small- 
time gambling devices at the 
BeaHl;olceep^uests-heF©^ amused, . 
they are hard put to it for a 
source of amusement And, by 
the way, the sponsoring of the 
track by water front hotel opera- 
tors .for the amusement of their 
guests, ijans food and lodging, can 
easily be discerned as bordering 
on iiidividual selfishueso without 
regard as to whether the entire 
town wilt be benefitted or not 

Following this preamble let us 
say there is no good or earthly 
reason for \ track of this sort to 
be operated within the corporate 
limits of Virginia Beach, and with 
this end in view, it is the purpose 
of those citizens outlined in the 
last sentence of the second para- 
graph above to seek by injunction 
xtr other legal means to keep those 
interested in the track from erect- 
ing or operating same, and have 
employed competent counsel to 
present their case to the proper 
court or courts .

In his 
own words, "one hundred per 
cent." 

If there is a single plank of Im- 
portance in that plaCform that the 
president has carried out, except 
that calling for repeal of the eigh- 
teenth amendment, it has escaped 
the notice of those who have 
studied that platform. On the 
other hand there are several 
planks, such as those prMnislng a 
sound currency, reduction of gov- 
ernment expenditures and others, 
that have been wholly repudiated. 
Supporters of Mr. Roosevelt may 
plead changing conditlims and 
sudden appearance of emergencies 
to Justify the failure of the presi- 
dent to stand on the platform he 
so heartily endorsed, but they are 
not wise to criticize any one on 
the ground that they have done 
the same thing. Especially is this 
true when they haven't. 

More and more the conviction 
solidifies that believers in the 
theory that the king can do no 
wnmg would do Mr. Roosevelt a 
distinct service by letting him 
speak for himself. They so often 
hit hini when aiming at others.

Worif has finally begun on the 
long discussed project of con- 
structing a bridge over Rudee In- 

an 

alternative route from Virginia 
Beach to the State Rifle Range. 

The project was scheduled to 
begin last April, and the first hit 
of work actually started, but for 
a^e reason it wa£ postponed un- 
til this week, when workmen 
began the construction in earnest^ 

Shortly" after^theTlans for the 
work were completed -it was dis- 
covered that the right of way to 
be used was so arranged as to 
cause a rather bad curve in the 
road. In order to remedy this Ad- 
jutant General S. Gardner Wal- 
ler, and Captain „W. B. Jackson 
appeared before the County Board 
of Supervisors at its reguar meet- 
ing Monday and asked that an 
Irregular triangle at Second street, 
■nt\j belonging to private owners 
be condemned, so that it may be 
purchased by the county, and the 
bridge be constructed on a 
straight right of way. Th:s re- 
quest was granted. 

The State military authorities 
have persuaded the Slate High- 
way department to supply the 
materials and supervision and the 
FERA has agreed to furnish tjie 
labor. The details were worked 
out at a conference here several 
months ago between General Wal- 
ler, R. P. Ellison, distinct engin- 
eer; H. L. Hanger, resident engin- 
eer of the Highway Department: 
Colonel M. A. Butler, area pro- 
jects engineer, and D. D. Fraizier. 
county projects engineers of the 
FERA. 

Mr. Ellison said this week that 
the short bridge could be con- 
structed in from two to three 
weeks with fifteen laborers work- 
ing. 

Considerable fills will be made 
at both ends to shorten the bridge 
which, will be 20 feet long and 24 
feet wide, with a roadway 19 feet 
wide. , It will be of creosoted tim- 
ber construction on 16 creosoted 
piles. 

The bridge will not only insure 
that the rifle range may be reach- 
ed directly from the Beach in the 
event a storm washes out the fill 
made on Atlantic avenue across 
Rudee last year but it wi^ provide 
a detour around the rifle range 
so that traffic need not be stop- 
ped when there is target practice 
at the range. It \vj11 also permit the 
use. without ntterference to t:al- 
flc. of the 600-yaid rifle rarige 
With this range available .t je 
probable that the Virginia Na- 
tional Guard nfle tpams will here- 
after conduct then- practice Pt 
Virginia Beach.

greatly increesed if definite in- 
formation were available proving 
general fatigue, rather than sleep 
itself, was a contributory cause. 
The dally accident curve rises 
sharply in the late aftemo<m and 
early evening, reaching its peak 
shortly after sunset— a time when 
bodily energy is at a low ebb. The 
rise caimot be explained solely on 
the ground of traffic concentra- 
tion, because the rush hows Of 
the morning sh&w a much smalkr 
total of fatalities. The morning 
rush hours from 8 to 10 a. m. ac- 
count for less than 5 per cent of 
daily traffic fataUUes while the 
evening hours from 5 to 7 p. m. 
account for more than 16 per 
cent. 

On extended motor tours, the 
driver should be especially wary 
of fatigue induced by the long 
hours of nerve-strain and the 
semihypnotic effect of constant 
concentration on the roadway. 
When a motorist feels that his at- 
tention is beginning to wander or 
finds that he is slow to respond 
to various driving situations, he 
should stop driving until his 
energy has been restored.

It appears, from recent develop- 
ments at Washington, that there 
is not going to be aiiy effort to 
change the constitution just now, 
at least. And most Americans will 
breathe a sigh of relief. FOr an 
immediate fight to "liberalize" the 
Constitution would mean a bitter, 
prolonged struggle, bringing fur- 
ther confusion into our public life 
and retarding economic recovery. 

It may be, as many liberals 
argue, that the Supreme Court 
has been needlessly conservative 
in its literal interpretation of the 
Constitution as written, with re- 
spect to legislative and executive 
powers and interstate commerce. 
It may even be, as scnne still argue 
after the issue has been settled in 
yractice for a century, that no- 
thing in the written Constitution 
gives the Supreme Court authority 
to overule any act of Congress. 

But these are tljeoretical ques- 
tions which can be debated more 
fruitfully in quieter and safer 
days. The problem now is to re- 
store employment, business acti- 
vity and prosperity before the 
country is reduced to hopelessness 
by corroding depression. This can 
only be done by government busi- 
ness and labor working together 
with a reasonable degree of har- 
mony in some practical system cf 
compromise. 

It is better, as matters stand, if 
business can and will maintain 
the essential principles of its ovm 
codes. If business cannot or will 
not prevent sweatshops, suicidal 
price-cutting, oppressive wage- re- 
duction. child labor and cthex 
harmful practices, then the obvi- 
ous thing is for a moderate federal 
control within the limits set by 
the Supreme Court, and for the 
States to co-operate as best they 
can. 

If will be time tnouph. when 
recovery is assured, to resume dis- 
cussion of constitutional thtintes 
and provide new powers, if powers 
are needed, for handling c: prt- 
ventSng the next depressicr..

FRIED CHICKEN— ALL 
AMERICAN FAVORITE 

Pryhig the Chicken: Fry chick- 
en 'in lard or salt po^ drippings, 
and it is southern. Pry it in olive 
oil, and it is Italian. Fry it in 
butter, and it is more or less Ger- 
man. But to make it Czecho- 
Slovakian. fry it in cream. 

Whatever the frying medium, 
low cooking temperatures are the 
rule. Preoeh eooks have a saying. 
"Let the fire do its part." SloW 
cooking at low or moderate tem- 
peratures does exactly that. The 
gentle heat develops the fried 
chicken flavor to the utmosc. and 
it guards the tenderness and 
juiciness which are essential to 
the. «oodness of fried chicken. 

The general cookery rule for 
frying chicken is: high teqipara-

lowed by lower temperature to 
finish the cooking. 

Chicken may be fried as U. or 
it may be rolled in seasoned flour, 
sifted crumbs, crushed ready-to- 
eat cereal, cornmeal. potato meal 
or batter. If the pieces are first 
dipped into flour or crumbs, then 
into an egg beaten with a table- 
spoon of cold water, and then 
again into flour or crumbs, they 
acquire a thin coating that f:Ting 
transforms into a crisp gcMeti 
crust. A way (o coat the pieced 
is to put the coating material, be 
it flour, crumbs or meal, into a 
large paper bag, put in the pieces 
of chicken and shake. 

For French frjrlng, or frying in 
deep fat, chicken is sometimes 
coated with a batter. The batter 
is made by beating together until 
smooth one cup bread flour, (Hie- 
ha(f teaspoon salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon pepper, two-thirds cup 
milk and two eggs. The tempera- 
ture of the fat must be such that 
It browns the surface just in the 
time necessary to cook the Inne^; 
part. This temperature is 37.5 
degrees F. or the temperature at 
which a cube of bread browns in 
40 seconds. 

For frying chicken in the south- 
ern manner, one-half cup fat is 
put into the skillet and heated 
very hot. Some cooks prefer to 
use half butter and half lard, 
while others like the hydrogenated 
fats and some like oils. Southern 
cooks often use salt pork drip- 
pings, sometimes using the ertsp 
slices of fried salt pork as a gar- 
nish for the chicken. The tem- 



perature is the important thing, 
however. Have the fat hot when 
the chicken is put in, then reduce 
the temperature. Some of the 
fat left in the skUlet after the 
chicken is done is used for mak- 
mg the cream gravy which is the 
distinguishing., mark of real 
Southern Fried Chicken. Another 
way. especially convenient when 
cooking several chickens at a time, 
is to tepwn the pieces first over 
the flame, and finish cooking in 
a moderate or slow oven (325 dsg- 
to 350 deg. F.) 

Through the years cooks have 
improved ways of preparing many 
a dish, but none of them has ever 
found a better way to fry chicken 
than the method used ^ ^he 
cooks of Maryland 'way back in 
1639. 



about twelve pieces, dividing the 
breast and the back. Season some 
flour with salt and peiiper. Roll 
each piefce of chicken in the flour, 
then into egg which has been 
beaten with two tablespoons of 
water, and then in sifted bread 
crumbs. In a skillet fry out the 
fat from a half pound of salt pork 
cut into small cubes. When all 
the fat has been cooked out of 
the cubes, remove them and put 
the pieces of chicken mto the hot 
fat. Let the chicken cook slowly, 
covered, for about an hour, turn- 
ing the pieces often to tirown 
them evenly on alLsides.
